Baltimore’ Decided Result. 

Although the preference vote of the 
state as a whole did not determine the 
result, it favored Roosevélt and Clark 
by pluralities more conclusive than the 
division of state delegateg based on the 
county preference vote. This was due 
largely to the sweep which both suc- 
cessful candidates made in the city of 


baltimore. : 

Speaker Clark led steadily from the 
time the first returns arrived from the 
Baltimore wards. Early in the evening 
't lowked ag if Colonel Roosevelt would 
win by an equally big majority, but 
shortly before midnight returns from 
the strong Taft counties in southern 
and eastern Maryland put the presi- 
aent fudderly ahead with sixty-three 
delegates to his opponent's sixty-one. 
It wag Prince Georges ecunty that de- 
cided. Both sides claimed its five votes 
until conclusive returns shortly after 
mianight placed it in the Roosevelt 
column. 

Clark and Roosevelt leaped into the 
lead early with complete delegations 
from Baltimore city which gave each 
twenty-elght delegates. Clark’s pref- 
erential vote in this city wag greater 
than that of Harmon and Wilson com- 
bined. He defeated Wilson by nearly 
* to 1 and the New Jersey governor was 
ahead of Governor Harmon by 2 to 1. 

Organization for Clark. 

The sweeping Clark success in Balti- 
more was a victory for the democratic 
organization. In the republican pri- 
mary here the RooseVelt organization 
downed the regular republican organi- 
zation led by Collector of the Port Wil- 
liam F. Stone. 

The small vote polled by Governor 
Harmon removed the possibility that 
the democratic fight might be settled 
in the state convention.

Mrs. Grace Collapses. 

Mrs. Daisy E. Grace collapsed at 
midnight last night at the Tower. 
She was discovered lying in a faint 
across her cot in the hospital de- 
partment. County . hysician S. A. 
Green was summoned by Night 
Jailer Knight. He found her con- 
dition to be serious, and remained 
with her until long after 2-o'clock. 
A statement, to the effect that he 
believed Mrs. Grace broke down un- 
der the nervous strain following 
her trial before Justice J. PB. Rid- 
ley, was made by the physician 
early this morning. 

“Mrs. Grace appeared to be in 
fairly calm condition when I left 
her,’ declared Attorney Moore, who 
visited her last night, when he was 
informed of her condition early this 
morning. “The strain of the past 


two weeks has been terrific, but I 
Was confident that she would stand 
up under it.” 


On Monday the grand jury found a 


‘true bill against Mrs. Daisy Opie Grace, 


charging her with assault with in- 
tent to murder her husband, Eugene H. 
Grace, Who was found badly wounded 
at his home on Eleventh street, March 
5, since Which time be has been com- 
pletely paralyzed from.ihe waist down. 

The finding of the grand jury was 
not unexpected by Mrs, Grace, who 
expressed satisfaction that this action 
had been taken, 

Closely following on the heels of the 
grand jury’s finding Mrs. Grace stated 
that she is to become a mother. 

This startling statement further 
complicates one of the most remarka- 
ble cases which has ever been recorded 
in the criminal annals of the south 
ard adds another angle to a many sid- 
ed story which for a time was the 
first page feature of practically every 
newspaper in the country and only lost 
interest when displaced by a nation- 
wide horror. 

Grace Helpless at Newnan. 

At Newnan, Ga., at the home of his 
mother, Eugene H. Grace lies helpless. 
The bullet which was fired with guch 
deadly intent severed his spina] cord 
and he is paralyzed from the waist 
down. Skilled surgeons have hesitated 
to operate, stating that an operation 
would mean immediate death. At the 
same time they held out no hope for 
hig partial recovery if not operated 
on and they still insist that his death 
is only a matter of time,

Davis Chair Presented. 

An interesting feature today was the 
presentation to Mrs. Alex B. White, of 
Washington, D. C., president general of 
the Daughters of the Confederacy, of 
the chair in which President Davis 
Was seated at his reception here in 
1887, when he made his farewell ad- 
dress to his former soldiers. The 
presentation occurred at the opening 
meeting of the Confederate Southern 
Memoria! Association this afternoon at 
4 o'clock. At this meeting the ad- 
dresses of welcome were made, but 
most of the program was postponed 
because several of th. officials had 
not reached the city. 

Girls’ Corps Arrived. 

The Southern Cross drill corps, 
famed at every reunion of the past 
ten years and composed of thirteen 
Memphis society girls, accompanied by 
three chaperons, arrived late tonight. 
The corps this year is under the com- 
mand of Captain W. L. McLean, sole 
survivor of the thirty-three heroes 
who organized the drill on Johnson's 
Island, Tennessee, nearly half a cen- 
tury ago. 


ARMY OF UNDESIRABLES 
MINGLES WITH CROWD. 


Blind men, cripples, beggars of every 
description, pick-pocKets, dips, confi- 
dence men, sleight-of-hang artists, sec- 
ond story men and plain burglars are 
mingling with the thousands of veter- 
ans and ten of thousands of visitors 
who are here for the reunion. 

Never before has such a horde of 
undesirables swooped down on the Cen- 
tral City, and never before were such 
complete arrangements made here for 
policing. 

Under normal circumstances’ sixty 
“coppers” are sufficient to protect life 
and property in Macon. For this week 
Chief Chapman has increased his uni- 
formed force to 100 men, and in addl- 
tion there are twenty-five plain clothes 
men working through the crowds un- 
der his direction. 

This morning Mayor John T. Moore 
issued police powers to 300 of the 
leading citizens and business men, and 
they will assist the regular officers 


in every way posible.

Vehicles Barred. 

Automobiles, buggies, carriages, 
hacks and street cars as far as pos- 
sible are barred on certain sections 
of Cherry and other downtown streets 
where the crowds are the largest. This 
provision was made to minimize the 
number of accidents. Cherry street is 
One of the widest thoroughfares in the 
south, and without street cars, auto- 
mobiles and other vehicles it is ample 
to accommodate safely a very large 
number of persons, 
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20 DOCTORS, 30 NURSES, 
ALWAYS IN ATTENDANCE. 


Twenty physicians and thirty nurses 
will be constantly on duty at four 
temporary hospitals during the re- 
union, and seventy additional cots have 
been placed in Macon’'s two hospitals. 
At the main hospital fifty additional 
cots. with sufficient . physicians and 
nurses have been added to the usual 
facilities, while twenty additional cots 
have been placed in the Williams sani- 
tarium with other enlarged facilities. 

There are three temporary hospitals 
in the downtown district and one at 
Camp John B. Gordon. Each of the 
temporary hospitals has from ten to 
fifteen cots. There will be an ambu- 
lance stationed at each and telephone 
connection will be maintained at all 
times, both with ‘the public exchange 
and the police system. 

In addition to the ambulances which 
will serve these hospitals all of the 
ambulances of the city and undertak- 


ing establishments will be constantly } 


ready for use, and members of the 
general reunion committee feel as 
though they have done everything pos- 
sible to arrange for accident or illness 
while the veterans and vwdsitors§ are 
here. 

Practically every physician and ‘sur- 
geon of the city has volunteered his 
Services to the committee durine the 
reunion. The sanitation department 
has made ample arrangement for safe- 
guarding the health of the visitors and 
residents, A force of 300 men have 
been engaged to clean the streets be- 
tween 12 o'clock, midnight, and 5 a. m., 
and no cleaning or sweeping will be 
allowed at Any other time. 

More.than 100 barrels for ice water 
have been placed at frequent intervals 
in the business district, and public 
drinking fountains are also numerous. 


MACON MAKES RECORD 
FOR RAISING FUNDS. 


A record for the arrangement of a 
confederate reunion was established 
here when citizens of Macon raised all 
of the money necessary for entertain- 
ment previous to the actual opening of 
the reunion. And another record was 
made by the amount raised. The Cen- 
tral City is spending more for the 
entertainment of the veterans this year 
than ever before went from the coffers 
of a southern city for this purpose. 

In round numbers, $60,000 has been 
subscribed and of this amount $55,000 
has been paid. And the remaining 
$5,000 is said to be as good as in the 
bank.

TAFT |S FIGHTING. 
FOR HOME STATE 


President Stumps Ohio Under 
Skies That Spit Rain 


Taft Says It Is Not His Business 
to Decapitate Bosses, and 
That Roosevelt, When in the 
White House, Killed No 
Bosses. | 


Cincinnati, May 6.—Under heavy 
skies that frequently spit rain, Pres- 
ident Taft campaigned through south 
ern Ohio today. He made ten speeches, 
many of them in a heavy downpour. 
From the time he crossed the Ohio 
river into his home state the presi- 
dent continued to tell his hearers why 
he broke silence and attacked Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt. He covered 
again much of the ground he went 
over in Massachusetts and Maryland, 
but occasionally brought in new sub- 
jects.. Most of his audiences were at- 
tentive, and at times demonstrative. 

Taft Not Decapitating Bosses. 

The president talked many times 
about the Roosevelt charge that he 
was consorting with the bosses. 

“What bosses are for me?" asked 
Mr. Taft late today. “What bosses 
am I uphoiding?” Mr. Roosevelt says 
they are all for me. I could go over 
the list and show you a good many 
for him. There is Mr. Flynn, of Penn- 
Sylvania, one of the worst bosses they 
have ever had, who is strongly for 
Mr. Roosevelt. One is Mr. Walter 
Brown, who is a budding boss in Ohio. 
Would you think that if Mr. Roosevelt 
were nominated and elected president 
we would not have any more bosses? 

“I cannot promise you any such 
thing if I am elected, because I am 
not engaged in going about cutting 
off the heads of bosses. I cannot do 
it. It is the function of the people 
at home to reform matters. I don’t 
recollect in the seven years that Theo- 
dore Roosevelt was president that his 
path was strewn with the bodies of 
dead bosses that he had killed,” 

Roosevelt and Lincoln. 

On several occasions the president 
brought up Mr. Roosevelt's references 
to Abraham Lincoln. 

“Mr. Roosevelt claims apparently a 
patent right on Abraham Lincoln and 
his sayings,’ he said at Hamden. “You 
would think from the way he talked 
that he was entitled to appropriate 
everything that Mr. Lincoln did and 
said. I ask you whether Abraham Lin- 
coln would have treated an opponent 
as he has done me.” 

At Chillicothe the president took up 
the question of his prosecution of the 
trusts. 

“Mr. Roosevelt charges me with be- 
ing subject to the control of special 
privilege,” he said. ‘Well, I deny it.” 

“I have prosecuted every trust and 
every railroad and every leading man, 
whether it be Dan Hanna or Mr. Gary 
and the head of the steel trust. I have 
followed the ‘administration of Theo- 
dore Roosevelt in hfs policies in every 


j respect but one, and that one was that 


I directed the prosecution of the steel 
trust and also the prosecution of the 
harvester trust. 

Roosevelt and Perkins. 

“Now, under those conditions, when 
there is a published statement by Mr. 
Perkins of the steel trust and har- 
vester trust, that if he were prose- 
cuted or his company were. sued, that 
they would fight, no suits were 
brought against them, and Mr. Perkins 
is now one of the leading financial con- 
tributors to Mr. Roosevelt's campaign. 
I ask you if’ the circumstances were 
reversed, with his proneness to tmpute 
improper motives, where would Mr. 
Roosevelt put me under those condi- 
tions? 

“I don’t charge any improper mo- 
tives on the part of Mr. Roosevelt in 
that matter, but I don’t agree with 
him.”

So Charge Secretaries of Jack- 


sonville Board of Trade, : 
In Scathing Letter Richardson! 
Denounces Alleged Offer of 
Macon Secretary to Help 
Jacksonville Obtain Confed- 


erate Reunion in 1913.

Macon, Ga., May 6,—(Special.)—The 
first real sensation of the reunion oc- 
curred tonight when H.H. Richardson, 


secretary of the Jacksonville Board of | 
frade, and James F. Phillips, assistant | 
Secretary of that organization, gave} 
out interviews charging that Secre- | 
tary Eugene H. Hyman, of the Macon | 
Chamber of Commerce, had offered ‘‘to | 
sell the 1913 reunion to Jacksonville 
for the sum of $500.” 

At the time the statement was issued | 
the two Jacksonville men presented 
copies of telegrams and letters which 
had passed between them and Mr. Hy- 
man regarding the matter. 

The first telegram was from a 
Jacksonville man.in Macon whe wired 
that Jacksonville could secure Mr. 
Hyman's services for $500 and added 
that Chattanooga was after him. The 
second telegram was from Mr. Rich- 
ardson to Mr. Hyman saying: 

“Would like very much to have your 
co-operation in securing 1913 reunion. 
Will you help us? Answer.” 

The third telegram was from Mr. 
Hyman to Mr. Richardson. It re- 
ferred to the first telegram confirm- 
ing the proposition. 

Richardson's ' etter. 

In a letter he had written to Mr. 
Hyman and made public tonight by Mr. 
Richardson he saig in part: 

“Do you think for a moment that 
Jacksonville would dishonor. herself 
and bring shame to the gray heads of 
her battle-scarreqg veterans by buying 
the reunion? Do you think that the 
heroes of the lost cause who fought 
so valiantly to defend their rights and 
homes and loved ones, can be sold and 
delivered? Do you think that the 
sacred longing of our soldiers to 
gather together each year around the 
camp fire and fight again the battles 
of '61-65 is a subject of trade and bar- 
ter? 

“If you think that all the high and 
noble sentiments of the southland can 
be prostituted, I will tell you no, most 
emphatically, no.” 

“But to give you a direct answer to 
your proposition: No, We do not wish 
to buy your services at any price, and 
warn you against making such propo- 
sitions in a land where honor is more 
regarded than gold.” .

ENTIRE CITY IS DECORATED

Macon, Ga., May 6.—(Special.)— 
Never was a city more elaborately OF 
more beautifully decorated for a re- 
union of the confederate. veterans than 
is Macon. 

Its wide streets and magnificent 
downtown parks, already beautifully 
blessed by nature, are animated by 
thousands of yards of red, white and 
blue designed into the “Stars and Bars” 
of the confederacy and the “Stars and 
Stripes’ of the union. 

From the railroad yards at the foot 
of Cherry street throughout its entire 
ticad length to Wesleyan college there 
is one great succession of color; frum 
the foot of Mulberry street to Georgia 
avenue and thence to the top of his- 
toric Coleman's hill, every building s 
covered with flags and banners, The 
downtown cross atreets are equally 
brilliant and particularly beautiful ‘s 
Third street, in the center of which 
runs a wide parkway. 

City Hall Most Beautiful. 

Perhaps the most beautiful of all, 
however. is the large city hail and 
auditurium at the head of Cotton ave- 
nue, the entire front of which nas 
been covered with flags and streainers. 
The outline of the building looms wp 
at night with a blaze of incandescent 
lights which mav be seen for a dis- 
tance of several miles. Other public 
bulldings are decorated effectively for 
both day and night. A tall office 
building on Mulberry street is an en- 
tire mass of color.

“Resolved by the mayor and general 
council, That the legislature of Geor- 
gia be, and it is hereby requested, at 
its next session to amend the charter 
of the city of Atlanta in such way as 
will prevent the expenditure by a can- 
didate for municipal office in this city, 
either for himself, his campagn com- 
mittee or his friends, of an amount of 
money in campaign expenses of an 
amount in excess of $1,000. 

“Resolved further, That it also pro- 
vide that anyone employing ward 
heelers or workers at polls shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall for- 
feit his office as -well. 

“Resolved further, That the city at- 
torney be, and he is hereby directed 
to prepare a suitable bill embracing 
this amendment ang have same@§de- 
livered to the representatives from this 
and DeKalb county and the senators 
from the thirty-fifth and_ thirty- 
fourth districts, with the request that 
they introduce same and have same 
passed. 

“Resolved further, That copies of 
this resolution be furnished to each 
of said representatives and senators”

From Oklahoma and Texas, from 
Tennessee and Georgia, from Alabama 
and Virginia, from the sister Caro- 
linas, from all the states south of 
Mason and Dixon's line, the veterans 
of the gray are rushing toward Ma- 
con as fast as heavy special trains 
can bear them. Atlanta is the gateway 
through which all must pass on their 
way to the reunion and thousands were 
coming in and going out on Monday.

All day Mon- 
day at the Terminal station, in the 
big waiting room and under the great 
smoky shed, one saw the high sign 
of comradeship and heard on all sides 
the cheery greeting, “Hello, brother. 

Then began the 
review of old battles, the discovery of 
cementing ties of comradeship, 

From old to old, from young to old, 
from young to young the greetings 
flew. Pretty girls were not chary of 
their smiles and salutations to the 
aging men in gray, nor were the he- 
roes of a lost cause too old to have 
forgotten their chivalrous courtesy {o 
womankind. Many of them wore

He would encourage the 
employment of outside experts, at intervals, to study business 
carefully, locating leaks, suggesting innovations, even though they 
involve revolutionizing the policy to which many large houses al- 
lowed themselves to become committed, to the ignoring ‘of genuine 
improvements. -He would make salesmanship more vital and less 
empirical, and stimulate the esprit de corps which should prevail 
in every successful enterprise. He points out that a great many

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COTTON CROP DAMAGED 
BY RECENT HARD RAINS 


Editor Constitution: The production 
of cotton in the eastern belt for 1912 
has been impaired beyond the dreams 
of the most optimistic bull. 

The exceedingly hard rains and 
overflows have wrought untold damage 
to the crop, which cannot be over- 
come by the most favorable weather, 
and an average crop is all that can 
be hoped for under extremely favor- 
able conditions this season. 

All low and prairie lands are covered 
with water or are too wet and soggy 
to be plowed. -The land has not even 
been prepared to plant in some sec- 
tions, which will make very late plant- 
ing, and this means that the boll wee- 
vil will come in for his toll. The up- 
land and hilly farms are badly torn 
to pleces by the heavy rains, and 
Planting has only begun in many 
localities. Quite a bit that hag been 
planted will have to be replented, seed, 
Zuano and soil being washed away to 
the streams to be carried on to the 
gulf or ocean, as the case may be. 

These farms have sustained an irrep- 
arable loss in soil as well as fertiliz- 
ers and seed, to say nothing of the 
damage to crops. The bottom and 
Prairie lands of Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana make up the 
greater part of the cotton producing 
area, or lands of the eastern belt; and 
late planting of this area means at 
least two or three million bales less 
to the crop, not to mention the loss 
of perhaps another million by the 
floods of the Mississippi river, by which 
some of the finest cotton lands in the 
world have been put practically out 
of business, 

Il have traveled a large portion of 
the belt and have correct Knowledge 
of conditions in both the high and low 
lands. Twelve million will be an op- 
timistic estimate of the present crop, 
with moderately favorable weather 
from now until the crop is made; prob- 
ably not so much, if some reports from 
Texas are true. The increase of acre- 
age in that state is offset by a decrease 
in the eastern belt. 

All things taken into consideration, 
conditions are extremely bullish, and 
higher prices will prevaail when the 
world awakens to the facts. 

Wall*street is aware of it, and some- 
body will pay for cotton after a while. 
The worl is progressing and needs 
more cotton than ever before. Fifteen 
million bales is only an ordinary crop 
as compared to the present demand, 
and is as easily absorbed as twelve 
million was ten years ago. 

When modern trade relations are ful- 
ly established with China and other 
oriental countries, the world cannot 
produce enough cotton to supply the 
demand, unless more labor can be at- 
tracted to the cotton belt. The rapid- 
ity with which the great crop of last 
year is get absorbed proves these 
statements. t has not weighed heav- 
ily on the markets of the world since 
the 0 ga of the movement last 
September. he demand has been and 
still is good, in the face of the great- 
est crop of history, and will remain 
good unless some unforeseen panic is 
lying. in wait to call a halt on the pro- 
gressive trade relations of ve world.

LEVEE DAMAGE SUITS

KILLED BY EXPOSURE

died from drowning. in the opinion of 
the cable ship's physician. The other 
sixteen perished from exposure, death, 
ensuing some four hours after the ves- 
sel sank. This was demonstrated by 
examination of the bodies, water being 
found in the lungs of but one person. 

This statement is made on the au- 
thority of the Rev. W. H.. Cunning- 
ham, rector of St. George's church who 
accompanied the Mintia on her quest. 

“The bodies we recovered were found 
miles apart,” said the clergyman, “and 
such succe8s as we attained was due 
to expert navigation and good luck.’ 

Of the seventeen bodies recovered, 
15 were brought to port, the other two, 
the bodies of unidentified firemen, be- 
Ing buried at sea. 

The bodies preserved 
Charles M. Hays,’. president 
Grand Trunk railway; Joseph Finney, 
of J. Finney & Company, rubber 
merchants of Liverpool, England, who 
was a second-class passenger; three 
third-class passengers and ten mem- 
bers of the crew.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 6.—After a 
day of business in which numerous 
resolutions came before the quadren- 
nial conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, many of which were kill- 
ed on the floor, the conference tonight 
heard addresses on home missions and 
chureh extension, among the speakers 
being Dr. Robert Forbes, Dr. C. M. 
Boswell and Ward Platt, all of Phila- 
delphia. 

Among resolutions. presented to the 
conference today .were: 

Commending action of 
of Locomotive Engineers 
disputes by arbitration. 

Memorializing congress to pass a law 
giving the federal government supervi- 
Sion in the cases of negro lynching and 
mob violence, 

Calling for the. appointment of two 
negro bishops in the south, 

Censuring the “American Press” for 
printing “exaggerated reports’ on 
revolutionary conditions in Mexico and 
commending the United States for non- 
intervention. 

Calling for an immediate report from 
the committee on state of the church 
on the proposal to withdraw paragraph 
260 which places the ban on certain 
amusements. 

All of these resolutions except the 
first, were disposed of at least tem- 
porarily by the ‘no consideration” vote 
of the conference. . ) 

A resolution presented by H. W. 
Key, of Tennessee, urging that con- 
gress make lynching and mob violence 
a crime against the federal govern- 
ment, was killed by the conference. 

The last resolution presented 
brought out a warm debate. The reso- 
lution, which was presented by the 
Rev. W. F. Rice, a missionary of Santi- 
ago, Chili, protested against the ac- 
tion of the Ecumenical] missionary con- 
ference in Edinburgh in declaring not

press, church and secular, until the 
report is completed.

BAIN THREATENS. 


Next Five ba Will Decide the 
Fate of the Crop, 


Precipitation Before the End 
of the Week Will Cut the 
Crop in Half—‘The Situa- 
tion Is Desperate,” Says Mr. 
Conner. 


The next five days will decide the 
fate of the Georgia cotton crop. 

When this week is ended Georgians 
and all others interested in cotton pro- 
duction will at last have some idea 
as. to the probable amount of cotton 
which will be raised in the state this 
year. 

If the next five days are not clear, 
if rain falls and drenches the already 
sopping ground, the cotton crop of the 
state will be cut almost in half. If 
the five days have clear skies and the 
sun holds full sway, then there is no 
reason why the state should not have 
at least as good a crop as was raised 
in 1909, 


Ground Five Weeks Behind. 

In many sections ground prepara- 
tion is fiVe weeks behind—tin others it 
is three weeks late yet if the farmer 
can plow during the five days remain- 
ing in this week, there is a good 
chance for a fair crop. But every- 
where, from all sections of the estate, 
come reports of ground that !s soaked 
to the utmost, of flooded valley lands 
and hill lands too wet to plow. And 
that condition has prevailed since Oc- 
tober. 

For more than twenty-five years 
the south has not witnessed such 
weather as that of the past six months. 
In 1888 practically the same amount 
of rainfall was recorded, but even that 
vear did not suffer from such severe 
spells of frigid weather, and in conse- 
quence the seuthern farmer {ig sadly 
behind. In many sections no land at 
all has been prepared for spring cul- 
tivation and the spring is almdést gone. 
In no section of tne state has any ma- 
terial amount of planting been done, 
and even where the seeds have been 
put in the ground it is feared that the 
continued rain has caused them to rot. 

Every month, save one, since last 
October has showed an excess in rain- 
fall, and several of the excess marks 
have been heavy ones. Already, this 
ear, more than 30 Inches of rain 
have fallen, and the average rainfall 
for this state is but 49 Inches. More 
than three-fifths of the average an- 
nual rainfall nas fallen tn one-third of 
a year. If rain continues to fall during 
the remainder of the year as it has 
done during the first four months the 
average rainfall will be almost dou- 
bled. During October, November and 
December of 1911 there was an excess 
Of some six inches, bringing the total 
eacess for the past seven months up 
to aimost 15 inches, a thing almost 
unprecedented. 

Farmers Are in Panic 

Farmers all over the state are in 
@a panic and many of them know ndt 
what to do. They are afraid to even 
think of planting cotton so late, as an 
early Winter would absolutely ruin the 
crop, yet most of them have never 
planted anything else to any marked 
degree. Whether or not the other cot- 
ton states feel the same premonition 
of disaster is not known, and many 
farmers bolster up their courage with 
the remembrance of 1898, when rain 
prevented cultivation until April 9, yet 
a fine crop was raised. 

Secretary of Agriculture Conner, 
himself a farmer of thirty years’ ex- 
perience, Wag seen Monday at the capt- 
tol. Here is what he thinks of the 

“The cotton crop of Georgia depends 
on the weather of the next ten days,” 
he said. “If no rain falls during that 
time, and if the land dries out so that 
it can be plowed, Georgia should have 
a fairly good crop. If rain falls dure 
ing the next days and the fall is even 
moderately heavy, the cotton crop of 
the state will be practically ruined. 
Of course, “when I say this I except 
any remarkable weather which might 
be seen next fall, as a winter a month 
late or something of that kind The 
weather is a decidedly fickle factor. 

“But basing my conclusions on my 
experience as q farmer I think the 
situation is the most desperate that we 
in Georgia have seen in years. To 
raise a good cotton crop now we must 
have practically ideal weather from 
now until Seyiember. Planting is five 
weeks behind and in many sections no 
plowing hag been done, If it ig rainy 
during the next ten days the Georgia 
farmer would do well to abandon cot- 
ton for once and turn to other things. 

Favors Diversification. 

“IT am and will be as long as I am 
in my present official position decided. 
ly in favor of diversification of crops 
[ intend to stress the fact that ne 
matter what price cotton is bringing 
that it is better to vary crops and hold 
down the cotton yield, 

“This year seems to be one where 
the farmer will be forced to take such 
action, The solution I see to the prob- 
lem, if it is rainy in the ten days, is 
to leave cotton and plant oorn and 
peas. Two tons of peavine hay to the 
acre is easily raised, and the profits 
amount to more than $30 a ton, while 
corn is one of Georgia's favorite crops, 
next to cotton. Both things can be 
planted in June and a good yield ob- 
tained. For that reason I would 
strongly advise the farmer to let cot- 
ton go and plant a sure crop if he is 


mot able to put his cotton seed in the 


ground before May 15. It will prove a 


success and lead to what will be the 


salvation of the farmer and his lands— 


anima] husbandry.”

GREENSBORO’S WATERWORKS 


NEEDS SOME IMPROVEMENTS 


The state board of health has just 
completed a report upon the water 
system of Greensboro, Ga., in which 
sey Il recommendations are made 
lo gz to its improvement. 

Liscussing the source of supply of 
Greensboro’s water system, the board's 
report says: 

“The source of supply. ‘Town Bridge 
branch,’ is a small, sluggish stream 
draining an area of about three or per- 
haps four square miles. Moth of the 
area adjoining the stream or its tribu- 
taries is made up of lowlying pasture 
land, and quite a number of cows and 
mules were found on the watershed at 
the time of inspection. The chances 
for human contamination seem remote, 
for although there are probably ten or 
twelve dwelling houses on the water- 
shed, most of them are at some dis- 
tance from the streams and no closets 
were found on or near the streams. It 
Wag apparent from the inspection that 
there was considerable danger of ani- 
mal contamination. The worst condl- 
tions in this respect were found on the 
dairy of Mr. Comer Vincent. Here an 
immense quantity of manure was found 
in and behind a cow lot, which was

48.2 per cent and 99 per cent. This fig- 
ure should be .97 per cent to 100 per 
cen at all times. The tests in the fer- 
mentation tube showed that the Colon 
bacillus (B. Colo Communis) was ab- 
sent only three times out of all sam- 
ples examined. This also indicates 
contamination. 

“The alkalinity was low at all times. 
This means that the water is soft and, 
therefore, satisfactory for domestic 
uses. 

“The one analysis made of the 
spring, which was formerly used as a 
source of supply, indicated that this 
water was contaminated and not fit 
for use without purification.” 


dations Made. 


In concluding the report makes the 
following recommendations, which 
have already been submitted to the 
city council of Greensboro, and there 
is little doubt that it has done much 
of the work urged looking to the im- 
provement of the system: 

“The inspection and analyses both 
show’ that there is a very consider- 
able contamination of this supply, and 
the following recommendations are 
considered to be of the utmost im- 
portance. Measures should be adopt- 
ed at once for carrying out as many 
of these suggestions as have not re- 
ceived attention since the inspection 
last August. 

“1 The pig pend immediately back 
of the pumphouse should be removed. 

“2 The surroundings in the neigh- 
borhood of the pond below the pump- 
house should be completely cleared up 
and all surface water, except from 
the branch, ditched off. If funds are 
available this pond should be walled 
up with brick or cement, as the condi- 
tions here are unsatisfactory. 

“8. All collections of manure should 
be removed from the vicinity of the 
streams feeding the supply. The wa- 
tershed should be carefuly inspected 
for such conditions as existed last 
summer on the Vincent place. 

“4. The grounds about the pump- 
house would be greatly benefiteg by a 
general cleaning up. 

“5 The alum for coagulation should 
be added at a point in the settling 
basis, near the raw water pipe to filter. 
This allows more time for coagula- 
tion. 

“6 Addition of alum for coagulation 
at all times with increased quantity 
during periods of muddy water; an 
exact dally record of quantities of 
| alum used at all times should be kept. 

‘The last set of analyses, made on 
January 23, 1912, gave better results 
both for the raw and filtered water 
than any analyses previously obtained, 
ang it is hoped that this indicates a 
permanent improvement of the supply. 
It is believed that a very material im- 
provement in the quality of water 
furnished will result if the above

LBILITY BILL 


PASSES. SENATE 


Sharp Clashes Marked the 
Debate on Measure 


Senator Root Said the Bill Was 
Opposed by Damage Suit 
Lawyers, and This Stirred 
Senators Hoke Smith and 
Bacon. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, D, C., May 6.—(Special.) 
Despite determined opposition on the 
democratic side, which narrowed down 
to fifteen democrats on the final vote, 
the senate this afternoon passed the 
employers’ liability and workmen's 
compensation bill. 

Senators Bacon and Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia, voted in favor of all the 
amendments to perfect the bil! and 
against the measure on the final roll 
call. The vote to adopt was 64 to 15. 

In closing the debate Senator Hoke 
Smith devoted particular attention to 
Senator Elihu Root, of New York, who 
had made an able argument during the 
afternoon in favor of the measure, dure 
ing which he had charged that law- 
yers who made their money out of 
damage suits against railroads and in. 
dustria] corporations were at the bot- 
tom og the opposition to the bill. 

ie can readily imagine,” said Mr. 
Root, “how gentlemen who have spent 
the larger part of their lives in pros- 
ecuting damage suits against railroads 
Can have acquired an attitude that 
leads them with perfect sincerity to 
believe that this is a bad bill. The sen- 
ator from Arkansas (Mr. Davis) admit- 
ted that this class of cases constituted 
his principal business. But this bill 
Proposes to free the laboring people 
from dependence upon such lawyers 
and substitutes a certainty of reasv 
able compensation without the neces- 
sity of paying a large part of the re- 
covery to a lawyer, and also saves 
them from taking numberless chances.” 

Bacon Accepts Challenge. 

This challenge was immediately 
taken up by Senator Bacon, who said 
he had been engaged as counsel on 
both sides of such cases, both by rail- 
roads and by injured employees of 
railroads, 

“I presume there has been about as 
much litigation in Georgia on this 
subject as in any other state.” said Mr. 
Bacon. ‘‘So far as I know, in that 
State where there is very much more 
than the average railroad mileage 
there is a unnanimity of opinion among 
railroad employees that thev will be 
damaged by this bill, and that they 
Stand a very much better chance un- 
der the present law. The senator 
from New York, while very emphatic 
in his opinion, as to what is best for 


these men, is opposing thelr own 
views.” 


Admitting that the railroad lawyers 


of Georgia must be of a very high 
order judged by their representative 
In the senate, Senator Root insisted 
that the railroad men must surely 
awaken to their own § hest interests 
as had 90 per cent of railroad men in 
other sections. 

“Every railroad in Georgia !s In 
favor of this legislation and ev ery rail- 
road man against it,” t{nsisted Mr.

ter. The warrant on which Potts was 
arrested following his release from the 
Grady hospital, charged murder of 
Colonel €. Richard Harper, of JackKgon- 
Ville, Fla.. at 28 Manhattan avenue, last 
Friday morning. ‘ 

There was no effort on the part of 
John W. Moore, attorney representing 
the Harper family, to hold Potts on a 
charge of murder and the police did not 
object when the warrant was changed 
tc manslaughter. 

Tells Story of Duel. 

Potts was brought to police head- 
quarters early Monday afternoon, and 
as he sat in the turnkey’s room, he 
told for the first time the story of 
the desperate knife duel. He said that 
the knife he used on Harper was his 
own and that Harper used a weapon 
whicj; he carried in his pocket. The 
trouble etarted, said Potts, over a game 
ef matching coins between Harper and 
Marie Donto, a Washington girl. 

“I had nothing to do with the game,” 
he said. “It wag between the woman 
and Harper. Harper lost several times, 
and he suggested that he match the 
girl. He lost and tried to get out of 
paying by saying that the girl was 
matching him. I decided in favor of 
the girl, and he cut me with his 
Fnife.” 

; Slip on Ballroom FPloor. 

Pctts said that Harper would have 
killed him had he not grabbed the hand 
in which he held the knife, and forced 
him into the hall. Both slipped on the 
waxed ballroom floor, and while Har- 
per was on top Potts said he got out 
his own knife and began cutting. 

“TI acted tn defense of my own life 
all the way through,” Potts | said. 
“Harper started trouble while we were 
playing pool early tn the evening. He 
had an argument with a smaller man 
who was drunk, and wanted to go back 
and whip him. I told him that it would 
be cowardly to beat a smaller man and 
he teft with me.

CONGRESS MAKES READY

NSBORO’S WATERWORKS 


NEEDS SOME IMPROVEMENTS 


The state board of health has just 
completed a report upon the water 
system of Greensboro, Ga., in which 
sev I recommendations are made 
lo@ ng to its improvement. 

Liscussing the source of supply of 
Greensboro’s water system, the boami’s 
report says: 

“The gource of supply, ‘Town Bridge 
branch,’ is a small, sluggish stream 
draining an area of about three or per- 
haps four square miles. Moth of the 
area adjoining the stream or its tribu- 
taries is made up of lowlying pasture 
land, and quite a number of cows and 
mules were found on the watershed at 
the time of inspection. The chances 
for human contamination seem remote, 
for although there are probably ten or 
twelve dwelling houses on the water- 
shed, most of them are at some dis- 
tance from the streams and no closets 
were found on or near the streams. It 
Wag apparent from the inspection that 
there was considerable danger of ani- 
mal contamination. The worst condl- 
tions in this respect were found on the 
dairy of Mr. Comer Vincent. Here*an 
immense quantity of manure was found 
in and behind a cow lot, which was 
se located that the manure could read- 
ily be washed into the branch during 
rainy weather. The branch was at @ 
distance of probably 200 to 300 feet 
from the cow lot, which wag on much 
higher ground. ? 

Uncleanly Condition. 


“The grounds around the pumphouse 
and intake were in a very uncleanly 
condition. A small dam back of the 
pumphouse forms a shallow pond which 
overflows into the inane pak 2 pas- 
tures, and was, when inspected, largely 
overgrown with weeds and grass. The 
water is drawn from this pond into 
the settling basin. Back of the pump- 
house, on a hill sloping directly to the 
branch and pond, was a large pig pen 
with several hogs. There was every 
opportunity for washings from this pen 
to &o directly into the basin. It should 
be stated that the authorities promised 
to remove this pen at once. The gen- 
eral appearance of the pumphouse was 
not neat or attractive.” 

The report then describes the stor- 
age and filtration systems in use, and 
follows with the results of analyses. 
Under this head the board says: 

“The analyses gave very variable re- 
sults, but in most cases indicated that 
there was marked contamination. In 
practically every analysis. either am- 
monia, nitrites or nitrates were 
excessive in quantity, and in several 
there was an excessive figure for “oxy- 
gen absorbed.” 

Bacteria are Excessive. 


“In only two samples of filtered wa- 
ter, Nos. 368 and 462, was the bacteria] 
count satisfactory. In every other sam- 
ble the number of bacteria was ex- 
cessive. The removal (or efficiency) by 


the filter varied between the limits 
48.2 per cent and 99 per cent. This fig- 
ure should be .97 per cent to 100 per 
cen at all times. The tests in the fer- 
mentation tube showed that the Colon 
bacillus (B. Colo Communis) was ab- 
sent only three times out of all sam- 
ples examined. This also indicates 
contamination. 

“The alkalinity was low at all times. 
This means that the water is soft and, 
therefore, satisfactory for domestic 
uses. 

“The one analysis made of the 
spring, which was formerly used as a 
source of supply, indicated that this 
water was contaminated and not fit 
for use without purification.” 


Recommendations Made. 


In concluding the report makes the 
following recommendatfs which 
have already been subm to the 
city council of Greensboro, and there 
is little doubt that it has done much 
of the work urged looking to the im- 
provement of the system: 

“The inspection and analyses both 
show' that there is a very consider- 
able contamination of this supply, and 
the following recommendations are 
considered to be of the utmost im- 
portance. Measures should be adopt- 
ed at once for carrying out aS many 
of these suggestions as have not re- 
ceived attention since the inspection 
last August. 

“1 The pig pend tmmediately back 
of the pumphouse should be removed. 

“2 The surroundings in the neigh- 
borhood of the pond below the pump- 
house should be completely cleared up 
and all surface water, except from 
the branch, ditched off. If fundée are 
available this pond should be walled 
up with brick or cement, as the condi- 
tions here are unsatisfactory. 

“2 All collections of manure should 
be removed from the vicinity of the 
streams feeding the supply. The wa- 
tershed should be carefuly inspected 
for such conditions as existed last 
summer on the Vincent place. 

“4. The grounds about the pump- 
house would be greatly benefiteg by a 
general cleaning up. 

“5. The alum for coagulation should 
be added at a point in the settling 
basis, near the raw water pipe to filter. 
This allows more time for coagula- 


' tion. 


“6. Addition of alum for coagulation 
at all times with increased quantity 
during periods of muddy water; an 
exact dally record of quantities of 
alum used at all times should be Kept. 

‘The last set of analyses, made on 
January 23, 1912, gave better results 
both for the raw and filtered water 
than any analyses previously obtained, 
ang it is hoped that this indicates a 
permanent improvement of the supply. 
It is believed that a very material im- 
provement in the quality of water 
furnished will result if the above 
recommendations are carried out.”

| situation is perplexing and serious. If 


anybody can carry out a boycott or 
any kind of a movement which will 
readjust conditions of supply and de- 
mand so that the beef market may be 
put upon a healthier basis, every man 
in the meat trade will consider them 
his best friends.

(Tea is just as 


LABILITY BILL 


PASSES. SEMATE 


Sharp Clashes Marked the 
Debate on Measure 


Senator Root Said the Bill Was 
Opposed by Damage Suit 
Lawyers, and This Stirred 
Senators Hoke Smith and 
Bacon. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

| Washington, D, C., May 6.—(Specia!.) 
Despite determined opposition on the 
democratic side, which narrowed down 
to fifteen democrats on the final vote, 
the senate this afternoon passed the 
employers’ liability and workmen's 
compensation bill. 

Senators Bacon and Hoke Smith, of 
Georgia, voted in favor of all the 
amendments to perfect the bil} and 
against the measure on the final roll 
call. The vote to adopt was 64 to 15. 

In closing the debate Senator Hoke 
Smith devoted particular attention to 
Senator Elihu Root, of New York, who 
had made an able argument during the 
afternoon in favor of the measure, dure 
ing which he had charged that law- 
yers who made their money out of 
damage suits against railroads and in. 
dustria] corporations were at the bot- 
tom of the opposition to the bill. 

“I can readily imagine,” said Mr. 
Root, “how gentlemen who have spent 
the larger part of their lives in pros- 
ecuting damage suits against railroads 
Can have acquired an attitude that 
leads them with perfect sincerity to 
believe that this is a bad bill. The sen- 
ator from Arkansas (Mr. Davis) admit- 
ted that this class of cases constituted 
his principal business. Burt. this bili 
proposes to free the laboring people 
from dependence upon such lawvers 
and substitutes a certainty of reasv 
able compensation without the neces- 
sity of paying a large part of the re- 
covery to a lawyer, and also saves 
them from taking numberless chances.” 

Bacon Accepts Challenge. 

This challenge was immediately 
taken up by Senator Bacon, who said 
he had been engaged as counsel on 
both sides of such cases, both by rail- 
roads and by injured employees of 
railroada, 

“I presume there has been about as 
much litigation in. Georgia on this 
subject as in any other state,” said Mr. 
Bacon. ‘So far as [| know, in that 
State where there is very much more 
than the average railroad mileage 
there is a unnanimity of opinion among 
railroad employees that they will be 
damaged by this bill, and that they 
Stand a very much better chance un- 
der the present law. The senator 
from New York, while very emphatic 
in his opinion, as to what is best for 
these men, is opposing thelr own 
views.” , 

Admitting that the railroad lawyers 
of Georgia must be of a very high 
order judged by their representative 
in the senate, Senator Root insisted 
that the railroad men must surely 
awaken to their own best interests 
as had 90 per cent of railroad men in 
other sections. 

“Every railroad in Georgia !s in 
favor of this legislation and everv rail- 
road man against it,”  tnsisted Mr.

“The faet that the railroads are in 
favor.of it would not necessarily preju- 
dice me against it.’’ said Mr. Root. 

“Nor me, either.”’ assented Mr. Bacon. 

Senator Root said he had not receiv- 
ec’ a line about the bill from anv rail- 
road official, but had scores of letters 
and telegrams from local lodges. of 
labor men. which he proceeded to read 
into the Congressional Record. 


Hoke Smith After Root. 

Senator Smith later in the dav chare- 
ed that the attitude of Mr. Root's mind 
was to feel and accept the corporation 
side of any question affecting employ- 
ers and emplovees. 

Among the amendments 
Senator Hoke Smith was one to in- 
crease the maximum fixed in the bil] 
at $100 per month to $1590 as the hasis 
for calculating monthly payments for 
disability. 

This was defeated, 27 to 50. 

Senator Bacon's amendment to au- 
thorize special agreements between em- 
plovers and employees providing that 
recovery for injurlfes should he under 
the terms of the act.of April 22, 1908, 
was defeated by a vote of 28 to 51. 

Another amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Smith proposed to allow reason- 
able attorneys’ fees for employees, 
which amount was to he assessed 
against the defendant bv the adjuster 
of the court. This was lost. , 

The measure now goes to the house. 


The Chief Changes. 

The principal changes provide that 
compensation for accidental injury 
and death of railroaii employees shall 
continue to children until they are 16 
years old, and would extend payment 
in the case of daughters until they 
are 20, unless sooner married. 

In general, the bill wo6uld provide 
ar. exclusive remedy and compensation 
for accidental disability or death 
employees of railroads in .interstate 
commerce or the District of Columbia

States Steel Corporation today by at- 
tacking one of its largest subsidia- 
ries, the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany, with the intent to prove that 
since its organization in 1899 down to

The testimony taken before Henry P. | 


Brown, of Philadelphia, special com- 
missioner in the case, was given by 
two witnesses, Wallace Buell, of Port- 
chester, N, Y., a retired independent 
wire manufacturer, and George E. Hol- 
ton, president of the Bryden Horseshoe 
Company; of Chatasqua, Pa., who, with 
others, was indicted and fined in the 
s0-called “wire pool” cases about a 
year ago, after a plea of nol con- 
tendre. : 
Seven of the Alleged Pools. 

There are seven of these alleged 
pools named in the government’s com- 
plaint. Holton testified as to the foun- 
dation of the American Horseshoe As- 
sociation in January, 1901, three 
months before. the organization of the 
United States Steel Corporation. The 
association, he said, was organized to 
fix the price of horseshoes and was 
composed of nine concerns, among them 
the American Steel and Wire Com- 
pany and his own cpneern. These, he 
swore, entered a pool agreement, a 
copy of which he produced, which pro- 
vided penalties of not less than $500 
nor more than $1,000 for the failure of 
any member to abide by it. The agree- 
ment was continued, he said, down to 
March, 1909, when the American Steel 
and Wire Company’ withdrew. 

“Didn’t Vice President Bachus, of the 
American Steel and Wire Company, 
state in one of the meetings of the 
association that Judge Gary, chairman 
of the steel corporation, had knowl- 
edge of this pool?” asked C. A. Sever- 
airce, one of the defendant’s lawyers. 

“Yes he did,” replied the witness, 
“Judge Gary had no Knowledge of it 
as far as I know.” 

“Didn't the American Steel and Wire 
Company withdraw from it because 
Judge Gary found it out?” 

"YT don't know.” 

They Met Informally. 

Members of the association, including 
a representative of the American Steel 
and Wire Company. met informally, 
however, after the gdissolution of the 
pool. About a month after the New 
_ York grand jury investigation into the 
general wire pool situation was begun 
last year, the witness asserted, they 
were abandoned on the advice of Ed- 
win E. Jackson, .the “supervisor” of 
this and other$wire pools, who was 
himself indicted and fined. 

During the existence of the formal 
agreement. Holton testified, it was 
Jackson's duty to name the concern 
which should accept the bids of the 
United States government. 

Holton read into the record a number 
of letters written by him to Jackson 
in behalf of his company, in which he 
accused the American Steel and Wire 
Company of violating the agreement 
to maintain prices. One letter asserted 
that the ‘“‘trust’s” swhbsidiary was cut- 
ting prices on Honolulu business and 
“unless some action is taken we shall 
gee that we get our fair share of that 
business.”

TAFT AND ROOSEVELT SPLIT 
REPUBLICANS IN ARKANSAS 


Little Rock, Ark., May 6.—Adher- 
ents of President Taft and former 
President Roosevelt held separate con- 
ventions in the fifth and seventh Ar- 
Kansas congressional districts today, 
each claiming regularity, electing con- 
testing delegations to the republican 
national convention, and tonight the 
Roosevelt Republican League of Ar- 
kansas held a mass meeting at Little 
Rock. The state convention will meet 
tomorrow. Tonight’s Rocsevelt gath- 
ering was largely devoted to speech- 
making. Caucuses among leaders of 
Colonel Roosevelt's supporters were 
frequent during the day, but no defl- 
nite statement as to their intentions 
tomorrow would be made by any of 
them. 

The Taft forces contre] the state 
central committee, which met tonight 
and perfected plans for the temporary 
organization of tomorrow's convention. 
In the absence of contesting Roose- 
velt delegations presenting claims be- 
fore the state committee it was sup- 
posed the Roosevelt forces would take 
their fight before the credentials com- 
mittee inasmuch-as they claim a ma- 
jority of the delegates.

Harrisburg, Pa., May 6.—Battle lines

SHARP ADVANCE 
MADE IN COTTON 


Continued Rains in the South 


Main Factor in the 
Advance. 


New York, May 6.—Reports of wet 
Weather in the south over’Sunday ap- 
peared to revive bullish new crop ap- 
prehensions in the cotton market today 
and there was a very sharp advance 
in prices, with the close strong at a 
net gain of #rom 38 to 41 points. 

The opening was firm at an advance 
of from 15 to 18 points, on the favor- 
able Weather map and relatively firm 
cables. There was enough cotton for 
sale between a renewal of bear pres- 
sure and realizing by recent buyers to 
cause some irregularity, but the ten- 
dency of the market was upward until 
the active months were selling about 
22 to 25 points net higher. At this 
level, offerings became heavier and 
there was a reaction of 5 or 6 points 
from the best, but the official predic- 
tions for unsettled weather, with show- 
ers over the belt, except in the extreme 
southwest, prevented aggressive sell- 
ing for short account and the market 
soon firmed up again. 

Private crop reports, reflecting the 
unfavorable effect of the week-epd 
rains, and claiming that in some sec- 
tions of Georgia replanting would be 
necessary, owing to the rotting of seed 
in the ground, inspired more confident 
buying in the afternoon and th emar- 
ket reached the highest point of the 
day in the late trading. July 
tracts sold at 11.60 and October at 
11.71, or 65 to 69 points, nearly $3.50 
per bale, above the low records of last 
week, and within 19 or 20 points of the 
Feason’s high records established on 
Apri] 22. 

Closing prices were within a point 
or two of the best. T.ue buying was 
general during the day and came from 
southern and foreign sources, as we'll 
as from local traders and big trade in- 
terests. It was rumored that some of 
the original bulls who had liquidated 
last week were replacing their cotton 
on the advance and that many of last 
week's sellers for short account Were 
covering.

Chicago, May 6—An upheaval] in 
wheat prices today resulted from the 
bullish showing in Ohio and Missouri 
state crop reports and from equally 
alarming figures collected by the grain 
dealers of Hlinois.

Pressure Was Greatest Against 
United Statés Steel---Losses 
in Other Stocks. 


New York, May 6.—A further read- 
justment of prices to a lower level 
occurred in the stock market today. 
Last week's selling movement was re- 

ed on a more generous scale dur- 
ing the morning and for ga time quoted 
| Values declined steadily. Pressure was 
| greatest against United States Steel, 
that stock yielding three points be- 
fore noon, while josses almost as great 
were recorded by other standard 
shares. The movement in Steel was 
concurrent with the formal opening of 
the hearing in this city of the suit of 
the government against that corpora- 
tion, a facet whichf may have exercised 
something more than sentimental in- 
fluence. Other factors that helped in 
the unsettlement included the proba- 
bility of fresh political] complications 
arising from the presidential primarics 
in Maryland, the forthcoming govern- 
ment crop report, from whicn little of 
an encouraging character is expected; 
the strike of the western railway 
freight handlers, and the increasing 
loss and privation occasioned by the 
floods along the Mississippi river. To 
all this may be added the fact that 
the recent bull market evidently had 
gone stale and that technical condil- 
tions as a whole favored a reversal of 
the movement, which at no time had 
more than a modicum of public sup- 
port. 

In the early afternoon the list man- 
ifested some improvement in most 
branches, with especial strength in 
Reading, while Stee] recovered a part 
of its earlier decline. The selling 
pressure relaxed decidedly and the 
market then appeared to be undergo- 
ing a process of assimilation. There 
also was some: realizing of profits by 
the shorts; whose operations in the 
early period doubtless accelerated the 
decline. The partial rally was follow- 
ed by another drive against Steel, 
which sent it to its lowest of the day, 
and Union Pacific also reflected fur- 
ther heavy selling. From this level 
the list again made some _ recovery, 
but Reading, almost alone of the spec- 
ulative issues, succeeded in making a 
net gain on the day.

New Roads, La,, May 6—With the 
steady arrival here of refugees from 
the country inundated by the crevasse 
in the Mississippi levee at Torras many , 
stories of loss of life are being told. | 
That a large number have perished is 
believed to be certain, but it is im- 
possible to confirm all these reports 
owing to the remoteness and “inac- 
cessibility of the country from which 
they have come. Some of the sufrier- 
ers reaching here today told of a 
score or. more of persons drowned in 
localities from which they themselves 
had been rescued after thrilling ex- 
periences. The property damage will 
run high into the millions of dollars. 

Appeals for immediate assistance 
reached here late last night from the} 
little town of Lettsworth, directly in 
the path of the Torras torrent. Half a 
hundred persons were reported to be 
in imminent danger of being drowned. 
The house in which they had gave 
shelter had been dislodgeq from its 
foundation and was being tossed about 
in the current. There are at least 
1,000 people who remain to be rescued 
from the inundated country west of 
Lettsworth and Batchelor. Some of 
them are reported tq be drifting about 
on hastily constructed rafts. .

When the first section of the relief 


special sped through the crevasse 
water was running over the tracks 
just *north of Morganza, scores of peo- 
ple were seen standing waist-deep in 
water near the railroad embankment 
signaling the train to stop, The water 
was rising so rapidly that those in 
charge of the train decided that it 
would imperil the lives of all those on 
board to delay and they were left be- 
hind. 

In some instances force has to be 
employed in getting people out of the 
danger zone, One negro family, con- 
sisting of man, wife and a 2-year-old 
boy, refused’ to leave their cabin, 
which was fast becoming tninhabit- 
able. They were pickeg up bodily and 
carried to the train. After being 
placed aboard the train the boy be- 
came so frightened he jumped through 
an open window. He wae recaptured. 

Urgent appeals for boats to be used 
in rescue work have been sent to Gov- 
ernor Sanders and the relief commit- 
tee at New Orleans. The steamer City 
of Shreveport and a shipment of a 
dozen skiffs are due to arrive in 
Batchelor this morning. 

LEVEES NEAR BATON ROUGE 
HOLDING AGAINST THE FLOOD 

Baton Rouge, La., May 6.—The levees 
in this section are holding tonight, 
despite the rising river. Fully five 
thousand persons have been rescued 
from the path of the Torras floods, 
but there are 1,000 more whose lives 
will be endangered unless they are 
brought to safe tertitory. 

There was little cessation in 
work of the rescue fleet tonight. 
tain Logan today issued orders that 
this work is to continue at: night 
wherever possible. Relief work here 
has assumed such peoportions that it 
has been turned over to the military 
authorities...
